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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicant's argument that the 
combination of the Kodosky reference and the Chang reference do not teach or suggest an index search operation as required by 
independent claims 1, 20, and 21. It is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., index search operation) are not recited in 
the rejected claim 1. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Further, for claims 20 and 21 the feature is taught 
by Applicant themselves as pointed out by the Examiner in the rejection in Applicant's Specification page 1, lines 10-12 and further 
support can be found on FIG. 2 of the invention which is labeled as Prior Art. Therefore the rejection is maintained herein. 
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
